They gave her the slip in^ Coving- 
ton, and hired a taxi driyer'to bring 
them to Paris, where they refused 
to pay him and made their escape, 
after a long chase by Chief of Po- 
lice Link. They caught an outgo- 
ing freight train In the South Paris 
yards and are now at their homes 
near Ford, in Clark county. The 
Clark county Sheriff states that 
their sentence has expired and 
therefore they are aot legajly 
wanted.

FAXXERS GET POINTERS ON 
BUTCHERING AT HOME 



Farmers in an increasing number 
of Kentuc^ counties are getting 
new #oiAtdn on tkb , beat methods to 
use fa killing and curing meats on 

their farms the schedule of meet- 
ings and demonstrations being held 
over the State by the extension di- 
vision of the College of Agriculture 
goes forward, according to Qf%dj 
Sellards, swine extension specialist 
of the college, who is in charge of 
the work. The most, recent meet- 
ings have been held in Logan, Bar«> 
ran and DavKii caimt|sa wllb m to- 
ti^ attendance of mora vthaa 250 
fanners. 

Just how to take care of the 
pork chop cut in butchering hogs 
so th^t local butchers ovar • the 
Stata can take care of tba surplus 
meat to the best advantage seems to 
be one of the chief difficulties of 
farmers who do their own butcher- 
ing. Unless this cut is taken out 
in the same mspasr on tha farm 
that packers use, it Is impossible 
for butchers to use the surplus pork 
chops that farmers wish to sell, Mr. 
Sellards says. One Russellville 
butcher offered to pay 15 centa a 
pound for any surplus pork chops 
farmers in that section of the State 
might have, provided they were 
taken out of tha eareaps by tba cor- 
rect method. '„ 

la foUowisg^ tba method of pack- 
ers in taking out the pork chop 
cut, the back is first split and then 
about the upper one-third of 
the side, containing the pork chops 
and the elaar fat bade Is rwnoved. 
These two then are a^arated leav- 
ing the pork chops with the right 
amaunt of ba^ bsM aud rtb on 
them. 

Many fannars in cutting up their 
pork carcasses noi^ make the mis- 
take of marring this pork chop cut 

by carving it yinto several pieces. 
This majces it impossible for the 
local butcher who buys surplus 
chops from the farmer to cut OS 
chops for his 1h*ade. Another ad- 
vantage in taking the chops out by 
this method is the fact that the 
loin can be be separated from the 
rest of the chops and canned or 
used for sausaga. Thia latter point 
is espeeiaUy desirable in view of the 
fact that there Is seldom enough 
lean meat resulting from the farm 
butchering to make good sausage.

the members of the Executive Com- 
mittee, of which President Jamsa C. 
Stone la the ex-ofilclo bead* aa4 
while these prices were not made 
public, it was said that they would 
give the growers a fair margin of 
profit on the crop and still would 
not be regarded aa exorbitaal^ from 
tba attadpoiat of tba maaofaetur- 
ers. 

Probably a dozen inquiries al- 
ready have come to the oflSces of the 
Burley co-operative from leading 
Ainarle^ manufaetursni aad trsas 
brokm)* acting for var|ona iataraata. 
but it Is the general opinion of the 
tobacco trade, it was said, ?hat the 
1922 crop in the hands of the co-op- 
erative will be sold soon and most 
of it in winter ^ordar, so that the 
growers will not have to redry it nor 
hold it for an unreasonable time. 

The office staff continues prepar- 
ing the 75,000 checks that will be 
necessary to pay the third aad ftaal 
payment on tba IMl crop. B a t naa * 
$4,500,000 and $6,000,000 will be 
distributed to the growers of the 
1921 crop, in addition to the mil- 
lions now being paid as an advance 
on , tba dalivary of -tba ItSS crop. 

Four of the twenty-six growers 
sued by the association for breaking 
their contracts have settled with 
the association by paying the 
amount claimed of them as liqui- 
dated damagea.

DERIVATIONS OP QftASS WIDOW 

How did the term "grass widow*' 
arise? The most popular deriva- 
tion, according to Pearson's Weekly 
is that "grass" is a corruption of 
grace, the pronunciation of which, 
in the Latin is grahse.

Another explanation is that, ex- 
actly as we now refer to a sham 
party in a business transaction as a 
"man of straw," so aa unmarried 
woman with a child who explained 
her condition by mention of a sup- 
posedly dead husband, was con- 
temptuously apokea ,of as a '*'widow 
of grass." 

It is in tkis sense tkct tke phraae 
is commonly used on the conti- 
nent, whereas in this country the 
term generally means a real wife 
temporarily living away from her 
husband.

The Business Review, published 
at Cleveland, Ohio, under auspices 
of the Fourth Federal Reserve 
Bank, the U. 8. Depoettonr, and per- 
haps the keenest interpeter of the 
business situation in the country, 
says: 

"We are enterinn^ the holiday 
•eaaon, with lU attaMant aplrit of 
giving and forsiTinc; and I|ier«aa6d 

buying. 

"The producer and seller of goods, 
with the conttnulni; l|||;h cqpt of la- 
bor and tranaportation. aris making 

a determined effort at fixing the 
price of those goods at prices the 
public feels justified in paying. 

"Perhaps this justification is 
found in the realisation on tlM» part 
of the hnyer of goods that as an 
indivadual he has given assent to 
those items which increase produc- 
tion costs; such as labor and trans- 
portation. It is the seller of goods 
who takes undue advantage of a ris- 
ing market situation by imposing 
unwarranted selling prices, that 
will be cut off and left to wither in 
his disregard of lessons learned 
during the recent buyers' rebellion. 

"There has been a growing con- 
▼iction with us, which this month's 
replies from our correspondents aug- 
ments, that the big-visioned manu- 
facturer does not wish to ijicrease 
the prioea on his manufactured pro- 
ducts. He would prefer a larger vol- 
ume on a, smaller margin of profit 
rather than a large margin of profit 
on a reduced volume of production. 
He feela that there is mpre certainty 
and stability in the larger volume 
and narrow margin which enables 
him the better to regulate his buy- 
ing and operaiting expenses. 

"We know of several instances 
where the manufacturer has absorb- 
ed the increased costs of raw mate- 
rials, and other production costs 
rather than pass them on to the re- 
tailer or consumer. There are msiiiy 
instances where these increased 
costs hare very reluctantly been 
passed on to the trade. Perhaps this 
is not so much due to a spirit of 
magnanimity as to the fear of re- 
duced demand. In either case, how- 
ever, the consumer is the gainer. 

•'At no time during the publica- 
tion of the Monthly Review has 
there been such a keen interest on 
the part of the public for informa- 
tion on boainesa eonditiona and eco- 
nomic trends. Never have written 
requests for the Review been as un- 
meious as at present. For reasons 
unknown to us, certain mohtlis 
bring requeata frott ditferent sec- 
tions of the country. ■ ' 

"Prom this general desii^ for bus- 
iness information we might draw 
two conclusions: There is either an 
eagerness for a better understand- 
ing of one's 6wn particular busi- 
ness, or a daalve for a greater 
knowledge of bnalnesa conditions as 
a whole. 

"In general, business men can be 
divided into three classes: (1) those 
interested only in their factory or 

oflSce, (2) those interested in the in- 
dustry or profession, and (3) those 
who have come to realize that their 
fa<ctory or office, their industry or 
profession is Inextricably interwoven 
in the national or even Interna- 
tional business fabric. It is a 
mighty encouraging and healthy 
sign to see class numbers ori'fe and 
two coming over into class number 
three. Such a view of the whole bus- 
iness structure and a better under- 
standing of causes should have a 
sobering influence against a recur- 
rence of recent economic aze^Mes 
and indulgences."

Excavat- 
ing several of the moundy tlutt were 
taken to be Mttnral ftw Malleus. It was 
foood that they were in reality the 
molderlng heaps of fallen houses and 
temitlep.

A Corsmonlal Lodge. 

In the middle of this buildinc was 
found a circular room 20 feet deep and

Pipes of this 
kind never have been found on the 
Mesa Verde, and as all indications 
point to the belief tiiat after the rite of 
tlicj nm thraim liilo the

A few feet south of the building, 
which was not a habitation, but special- 
laed for ceremonies, there is a square 
fooBn or ahrine dedicated to the moun- 
tain Hon, a atone Image of which was 
found surrounded by water-worn and 
other stranfrely formed stones.

UGDreE TO SAVE 7EHICIES 

How to get good roads and pro- 
vide for their upkeep is a problem 
that is attracting more attention in 

Kentucky than ever before and 
many solutions are being proposed 
and discussed. In this connection a 
rural newspaper advances a rather 
unique argument that is sure to 
provoke discussion. 

The paper takes the position that 
eventually some plan may be evolv- 
ed by which the principle of the 
dancer paying the fiddler will be 
applied to road building and main- 
tenance. The point is made that 
the users of the highways ought to 
pay for constructing and keeping 
them up in proportion to the use of 
them but it is admitted that the 
tollgate system is obaolete and that 
the people neror wbnid stand for its 
return. 

To obviate the tollgates as a 
means of collecting revenue from 
the' highway users, it is suggested 
that a system of licensing vehicles 
could be devised, that would meet 
all requirements for raising a road 
fund and that it could be fairly and 
equitably impoaed. Sueb a plan it 
is argued would place the burden of 
road taxation upon those that use 
and benetit by them. 

The claim is further advanced 
that such a plan would be decided 
economic advantage to the owners 
of yehicles using the roads in that 
with such a system providing good 
roads a , great saving would result 
in the wear and tear of yehieles 
that neceasarily result from travel- 
ing over poor highways. The sav- 
ing in this way, it is pointed out 
fould many times compensate for 
the nominal road-uaing Impost.

The frequent discovery of new 
caverns in Kentucky gives rise to 
the belief that the State may be 
underlaid by many more that rival 
in dimensions and attractions those 
already discovered and explored. 
In the last few months several new 
caves have been found in the moun- 
tain section, iftiother was discov- 
ered in the vicinity of Danville, 
which when explored was said to 
have contained a subterranean lake 
that impeded further progress. 

The mountain section abounds in 
smaller* caverns. One reason as- 
signed for the existent of tltese 
smaller caves Jutt bedlMnIng known 
is that they were used by "moon- 
shiners" as a "rendezvous" in an- 
te-prohibition days and their loca- 
tion kept an inviolable secret. Now 
that "moonahining" la regarded as 
lees hazardous and detection more 
remote, the caves are no longer nec- 
essary to conceal ,'moonshine" op- 
erations and their exiatenee la be- 
coming known. .

Stories are told ot dogs 
baffled by cayenne pepper sprinkled 
by fugitivea or how dogs lost the 
trail wben runawi^ tobk to n 
fence. 

For twenty years the Lexington 
owner of a pack of bloodhounds 
has taken his dogs to every part of 
Kentucky and even to other States 
to engage in manrhunts. While 
many regard bloodhound detection 
as a myth, oth«rs hold to the effi- 
eacy of what was an Inatltution in 
tl»e days of slavery.

New York.— The wild animal market 

Is enjoying an unprecedented boom. 
During the World war the wild ani- 
mal supply was shut off, although the 
normal demand oontinued. The breed- 
ing of such stock In captivity Is very 
limited, while the death rate is com- 
paratively high. The zoological gar- 
dens, circuses and wild-animal exhibi- 
tions of all kinds have suffered a 
steady fislUng off In their stodc, with 
no means of renewing It. ▲ large sup- 
ply of lions, tigers, elephants, hippos, 
bears, snakes, in short, of every va- 
riety of animal used for exhibition 
purposes, must be collactad and dl» 
tribnted'to bring the aapply up to mn^ 
mal. 

Every section of the globe, from the 
Arctic circle and beyond to the equa- 
tor, ia searched for wild swimils to 
meet thla denmnd. Bzpeditions, many 
of them very elaborate, are at work 
afield today In some twenty-three dif- 
ferent countries scattered throughout 
the world gathering such specimens. 
The work is organised on an daborate 
scale. Bach expedition m^tt be di- 
rected by specialists who have spent 
years In these fields and thoroughly 
understand the conditions under which 
a particular animai may be tracked 
down and captured. 

Transportation It Difficult. 

Since most wild animals are cap- 
tured In remote regions far from civ- 
ilization, the question of transporta-> 
tlon is ealremdy tffltenlt. Bandreds 
of miles must be covered over wild 
regions before the nearest railroad or 
sliipping port is reached. The han- 
dling of most wild animals under such 
conditions is extremely dangerous and 
difficult So great is the Amwican de- 
mand for wild animals at present that 
stock Is now shipped directly to the 
United States from the South African 
and other fields. New York has be- 
come a great clearing house for, wild 
animals, where esctenstre shipments 
are received rivaling Noah's ark for 
the variety of its passengers. There 
are at present three such clearing 
houses, one in New England, another 
in Jeney City, a third at Coney Island, 
from which wild animals are distrib- 
uted to all parts of the United States. 

Wild animals are one of the few 
commodities which have not increased 
in price during the war. The p r e sen t 
quotations for the stock of a menagerie 
compare very favorably with the pre- 
war prices. A lion or tiger fully 
grown can be bought anywhere f-om 
$700 to $5,000. A giraffe brings from 
$9,000 to $14,000. Considering the dif- 
ficulties of capturing these animals In 
remote parts of the globe and trans- 
porting them thousands of miles to 
their ultimate home in some zoological 
fard^ the prices seem surprisingly 
low. Tha prices Incidentally are large- 
ly determined by the purchasing pow- 
ers of the owners of menageries. Most 
zoological gardens, for Instance, are 
supported by subscription and can 
only afflerd to pay certidn prices and 
the wad iatanal dnkr la ahUged j» 
meet them. 

Cest Has Inersased. 

The cost of gathetlng wild animals, 
msaaahgs, haa eoaUderably increased 
since pfff-war dayai la the meet re- 
mote Mdes ef Africa thn natives 
have caught the fever for higher pay. 
The new spirit naturally affscts tha 
price of wfldr inlMiH ta the gttlin^ 
consumer. 

The arveraga risltor ta a menagerie 
who gases idly at wild animals col- 
lected for his amusement has little 
Idea of the enormous work required 
to assemble such a show. An expedi- 
uon aspt evt for tigen^ lions. ele> 
pliants or hip popo ta mi will often con- 
sist of more than 100 persons. It Is 
necessary to have experienced beaters 
who are familiar with the jungles and 
the habits of the animals required. 
There must be a large fbree of run* 
ners who are sIsa ridlledin handling 
wild animals under various conditions. 
Several natives must make the trip to 
prepare the food for the anim&ls. 
There is. besides, the staff who direct 
the expeditionsL fit suae cimea l£e ex- 
peditlons indode 860 experienced 
hunters. 

The point of departure for some of 
these expeditions is a huge farm in 
Rast Africa. Here more dian 900 na- 
tives are constantly employed. Tlie 
farm, incidentally, is situated nearly 
100 miles Irom a railway, and here 
the wild animals are brou^t and kept 
for several months to accustom them 
gradually to captivity. Such an ex- 
pedition may be absent one and a half 
years in the Jungle. They must time 
their trip so that the ajiimals will be 
captured at a favorable season when 
the change to a life of captivity ufUl 
least affect their health.
